Mr. and Mrs. Baker were riding in 
a one-seated vehicle, the property of 
Mr. Baker’s uncle, Jacob Miller, of 
North Grand avenue, en route to Mr. 
Miller’s 
residence 
to eat Christmas 
dinner. 
They left Mr. Baker’s store on East 
Second street at 11 o’clock and drove 
west 
on Second 
to Grand avenue, 
thence turning north. At the railroad 
crossing. Just as the horse was stand­ 
ing on the track. No. 6 , a few minutes 
late, with Engineer Hast in the cab, 
came speeding up to the crossing. 
Mr. Baicer’s view df the approachicif' 
train was hidden by freight cars, 4nd 
he did not see the train until it was 
within one hundred feet of them. He 
attempted to make the animal cross, 
but could not, and then gave the lines 
a jerk so as to throw the animal aside, 
but as he w’as doing so the engine of 
No. 6 struck the horse, killing it in­ 
stantly 
and horribly 
mutilating Itg 
body. 
The occupants of the vehicle were 
throwm to the ground, Mr. Baker es­ 
caping with no injuries, while his wife 
received several painful bruises and 
contusions and possibly a fracture of 
one of her limbs.

PRIEST DROPPED DEAD. 


L. Lamartine Hudspeth, slay er 
Josiah W. Kessner in Lake City, Mo.,' 
in May, 189 7, after battling with the 
courts for nine and one-half y ears and 
spending a fortune, y esterday secured 
a dismissal of his case, say s Tues­ 
day ’s Kansas City Journal. 
Hudspeth shot and killed Kessner 
for an alleged insult to a^sister-in-Iaw^ 
of Hudspeth. The woman in the case 
received an anony mus insulting let­ 
ter. Kessner was a storekeeper at 
Lake City and at one time kept com­ 
pany with Hudspeth’s si$ter-in-law, al­ 
though at the time he was a married 
man. He was suspected of sending 
the letter. The evidence showed at 
the time Y»f the shooting Kessner had 
heavy weights in his pockets, presum­ 
ably to be used for an attack on Huds-

wealthy and escaped prosecution until 
the newspapers took up the case and 
insisted on tis being tried. He has 
been convicted twice and sentenced to 
ten y ears’ imprisonment, but each time 
the case was carried to the supreme 
court, where the decision was revers­ 
ed.

y ears on $10,000 
bond. 
The widow of Kessner brought suit 
against Hudspeth for $5,000 and se­ 
cured judgment.

While I was in the emi» loy of tho 
government shortly after the death of 
the gallant Custer. I ran down and cap­ 
tured an Indian quaner-b ieed who had 
stolen some things from Fort Lamed. 
He was imiirisoiied for several weeks, 
and some of his friends deciared that 
I shoiihl pay for the indignity with my 
life. 
The three whom I had to fear w'erel 
¿ailed lied Earth, 
Half 
Moon 
and 
Cloudy Day . They drew rations at tho 
igency , a n d , were supposed to live 
within the limits, b ut as a matter of 
fact, were prowling over the country 
most of the time, ripe for any mis- 
diief. 
i w'as then riding b etw’een two posts 
ib out SO miles apart, and the Indians 
.cnew full well wdiere to find me 
at 
iny time within the w'eek, for, count­ 
ing the halls at eacdi end of the route, 
the round trip was made every seven 
day s. 
For 25 miles of the journey I had a 
stage road and was sure of compan/. 
For 20 miles farther the country w^as 
fairly safe, b ecause of 
the 
hunters, 
trappers and scouts ab out. 
The dan­ 
gerous portion of the journey was con­ 
fined to ab out 25 miles. 
I b elieved I 
knew^ where the Indians would attack 
me if* they held to their threats. 
It 
was where the tvai \ left the b ase of 
die mountain to take to the valley , 
where was a cany on making into the 
lill, and the trail ran within 30 feet 
its mouth b efore turning to the left, 
if the weather was 
good I 
alway s 
passed this point in going west at 
ib out nine o’clock in the morning. In 
going the other way I arrived ab out 
sunset, and made ray camp in the 
b ushes growing around a spring. 
I figured that the Indians would 
shoot me dowm as I rode up to the 
spring, or very soon after 1 had dis­ 
mounted. 
It is the unwritten law* of 
the frontier that when a man threatens 
y our life, even if he is drunk at the 
time, y ou are expected to protect y our­ 
self b y shooting him first. 
I had wit­ 
nesses that these Indians had threat­ 
ened to wipe me out, and I w*as ex­ 
pected to shoot any one of them on 
sight. 
I knew they would not act upon their 
threat at once, as they would expect 
me to b e on guard, and perhaps have 
an escort. 
Therefore, I w*alted until 
my second trip b efore carry ing out 
my plans. 
The Indians would reach 
the cany on in the afternoon, and a 
lookout could see me five miles away . 
Half 
mile from the spot, however, 
was a wooded ridge to hide my im­ 
mediate approach, and this ridge ran 
around to the cany on. 
Moderating the pace of the horse to 
suit my plans, I approached the valley 
half an hour ahead of my usual time. 
When three miles away I dismounted, 
tied a string tightly around my horse’s 
right knee and then advanced, leadihg 
him. 
The cord caused him to limp 
as if he had gone lame suddenly . 
I 
slouched along as careless as possib le 
until I reached the ridge. Then I sent 
my horse forward alone, knowing he 
would halt at the spring and wait for 
me. 
As soon as he was gone I struck into 
the timb er and circled around to get 
as close to the mouth of the cany on 
as possib le. The last 200 feet of the 
distance I crawled upon hands and 
knees. 
My horse had stopped b y the way 
to catch up a mouthful of grass here 
and there, and I got my first look into 
the mouth of the cany on just as he 
approached the spring. For a moment 
I was ready to acknowledge that I was 
b eaten at my line of reasoning, as I 
could not see a redskin, b ut while the 
horse was drinking the would-b e assas­ 
sins came Into view, each with b is rifle 
for use.

I should not have fired upon him had 
he run off, and if he had asked for a 
truce I would have come out had we 
b een left undisturb ed, b ut the horse 
presently came to my aid. The firing 
excited him, and he had b een trained 
to look upon an Indian as an enemy . 
He saw the redskin b ehind a rock and 
charged him savagely . 
The fellow 
eprang up, thus exposing himself, and 
I was waiting for the opportunity . 
The three Indians had come to the 
amb ush on horseb ack. 
I took their 
rifles, ponies, and other truck to the 
post, and turned them over to the com­ 
m andant 
He sent word to the head 
men of the trib e at the agency of what 
had happened and three men came for 
the goods, b ut never one of them had 
any complaint to make, it b eing well 
understood that I simply defended my ­ 
self.

In the excitem ent of the good roads 
commotions there is danger that farm­ 
ers will let our common roads go 
without much work being done on 
them and wait for the public Improve­ 
ment. 
Farmers now by neglect of 
the roads and the principles of ele­ 
mentary road making are paying an 
enormous tax; the very great cost of 
drawing loads over poor roads. 
The 
first principle of good road making is. 
keep the water off from the road, and 
the second is, get the water off from 
the road. 
Go over the rostd as soon as the 
snow is off and see how often these 
rules are violated. 
Often the water 
runs from the ditch into the road and 
then runs fo 
rods, washing the ma­ 
terial out, rvining all that was done 
previous year and making the road 
• impassable. Yet, sa ys the Farm 
aiiff^,.-ome. by o n ly a few' minutes* 
work the road might be saved and the 
water turned out. 
Ev ery supervisor 
or roadmaster ought to g o o v er the 
road late in the fall and turn the w^ater 
off. 
On the hills and at foot of hills, 
and elsewhere when necessary, add 
open ditches. 
At the Ohio stare farmers’ in stiru te. 
D. \V. King of Indiana, g av e a meth o d 
of making and iiiiiiroving roads. 
Mr. 
King lives in nortlicM ii Indiana, in tli€ 
•'Gumbo” re rion, where th e earth is 
black and v ery stick y .

a very good road at small co st. 
He 
u ses a sp lit log d rag . Hitch with ch ain 
on rod so that all surplus dirt will b e 
cawu ed to cen ter of ro ad . 
Th e hitch 
la one of th e most nnportant featu res. 
Vusually use the flat side forward, b u t 
when smoothing or packing the d irt, 
use rounding side forward. 
Go over the road as soon as it thaw's 
and smooth down all dirt carried to 
the center. Repeat the dragging after 
each rain as soon as the surface is dry 
enough to work. 
It is not necessary 
to w^ait till the ground is all thawed 
out. Begin as soon as there is an inch 
thawed. 
This will give the water a 
chance to run off; winter running in 
the road is one of the w'orst things 
for the road. 
Following it up after 
each rain will t’.rn the water, distrib­ 
ute the travel over the road, avoid and 
prevent ruts, and keep the road good. 
To make the plan most available, 
each farmer should h a v| such a drag, 
and each one drag fronilhis house to 
the next house, thus each doing the 
work at a very small cost. 
A road 
worked in this way will keep good all 
summer and fall. Less than a w eek s 
rain will hardly affect J t. 
In spring 
the road is in good condition much 
sooner than other roads not treated.

W ay of Treating Roads in Liverpool 
Proves Satisfactory. 


W e had 
very few cold days in the 
first week in October, and immedi­ 
a tely the missed thrushes took pos­ 
session of the hawthorn bushes. 
As long as the cold weather lastec 
every hawthorn was policed by its 
proper missel thrush, who kept other 
birds kway from the berries. 
Smal 
birds—chaffinches, 
hedg« 
sparrows 
and tits—could visit the bushes a s 
much as they pleased, but the Instant 
a black bird or a thrush approached 
the storehouse the guardian flung him­ 
self a t the intruder. The whole coun­ 
tryside rang with the cries of m issel 
thrushes chasing other birds. 
Then came the return of summer 
weather, and they promptly lost all 
interest in the hawthorn berries. 


The English cast oil on the troubled 
roads. 
Dust raising is a nuisance of 
such magnitude that various civic a,nd 
official anU-dust experiments

Liverpool 
through the use of oil sprinkled upon 
macadam roadways. The sorface hav­ 
ing the cleanest and whitest appear­ 
ance was that coated with creosote 
oil mixed with resin, while that cov­ 
ered with creosote mixed with tallow 
had the least odor. The Texas crude 
petroleum gave the most lasting re­ 
mits. After oiUng the wear and tear 
of the road appears to be less, says 
the Chicago Tribune. The surface of 
the road dries 
more 
quickly after 
rains, and the number of loose stones 
nicked up has been reduced. 
The 
first sprinkling kept the surface in 
good order for three weeks, at the end 
of which time it was thought advis­ 
able to recover the area. The effects 
of the oil on the surface after a second 
coating had been applied had not en­ 
tirely disappeared after the lapse of 
five weeks. 
Oiling wood pavements 
'in Liverpool was done in the same 
manner and the dust satisfactorily 
kept kept down, a result not prexious- 
ly obtained even by waterl:i/j four 
times a day.
